But while we are told 
that universal suflrage would opin a door to leentiouseess 
we see the present system produce more licentiousness, rivt, 
debauchery, corruption, and villainy, than ever could * 
contemplated under the worst system that vice itself could 
have devised ; and the quiet and rational part of mankind 
are compelled to look on, while the clamuruns, the faolish, 
and the vicious elect masters for alt to obey! This is 
European refinement, and English civilfzation 

My first essay was in the ancient and honourable city of 
Coventry, where the suffrages of the worthy and indepin. 
dent electors were solicited by Mr. Peter Moore, and Mr. 
Butterworth. Of the first gentleman nothing seesl be said, 
but that he has expended a great sum of money for the honor 
of representing the city for many years. He complied with 
the ancient custom of purchasing his seat for several clec- 
tions: and has borne it meekly enough to excite the 
respect of his constituents. But he is now said to be poor, 
and declining in years, he afso declines to purchase again an 
ollice which must be equally grateful to his feelings, and 
tiresome to his infirmities. The Freemen of Coy entry have

Aluch Tess wouldst thou 
spend thy accumulated wealth for permission to preach—but 
then thon art not an Englisiman !—Thou hast not the amor 
atriae of Mr. Butterworth! Thou art not a patriot ike 
him! Yet my friend, Mr. Butterworth is not liked. Though 
he opens houses to feed, and his purse to enrich ‘he people, 
they do not like him. The ungrateful beings accuse this 
enerous man of betraying them. ‘Though he gives them so 
much, they say, he helps to take more from them. Though 
he administers to their wants, they say he helps first to create 
them ; and although heis ready to buy at ms great a price, 
jt is feared this pa/riot will not be able to obtain his bargain. 
Thou wilt repel my temerity in venturing to oppose him ; 
but comfort thee, my friend, my o:position was certain to be 
vain. Mr. 2B. bad thrown amongst them Jarge sums of 
money ; and altiwugh they did not dike him, his money was 
still welcome ; andit would not have: been just, or hovorable, 
to take aless price fromanother, than that which he was wil. 
hing to give them. ‘The competitor of Mr, B. musttherefore 
be one perfietly willing to comply with the custom, and to 
take at the current price, the raw materials of the composi- 
tion of an Kaglish Statesman. This, thou art aware, would 
not suit me. My Japan education teaches me that my ¢ime is 
as valuable as thew vores that it L azree to serve without pay, 
Tam as generous, as thease who vote without reward ; for 
they only discharge a duty towards themselves, while 1 en. 
deavour to discharge an obligation due to others, Such an 
opinion is however here mest unpardonable heresy ; and 
deserves excommunication, 

The usual agents of elections loaked upon me as a pro. 
digy. I owas threatened with anuthilation if 1 ventured 
upon their grounds: thea their tone was softened, and in 
accents of the mildest commiseration, IT was cautioned 
against ineurring any dauger or expence, Lam not casily 


intimidated ; but Pecrtainty did expect to be eaten alive. or 


at best roasted for the entertainment of the worthy and tn. 
dependent freemen, from the representations that were 
made to me. However L ventured to proceed: and was 
much surprised to fad the alarm on the other side. The 
Kneves had made the same misrepresentation, on both sides, 
While Lb was cautioned against freemen, as wild beasts : they 
were lod to believe mea perfect mouster, wilh six or seven 
heads, and astany patrol hands to devour their advantages, 
and tear in pieces all their rights.

and indeed sceing nothing 
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worth the purchase, I left the market as a speculator, and 
stood by only asa spectator. ‘There I saw how admirably 
the acts against corruption and bribery are observed :—how 
excellently the reason of the people is put asidg ; and their 
appetite for shew and noise appealed to in its stead. In. 
stead of deliberation, every thing is adopted at an English 
election to set aside deliberation, As the young recruit is 
intoxicated with liquor, and his spirits, animated by the fife 
and drum, to overcome his reason ; so the sndependent freee 
men are flattered, bribed. intoxicated, and deluded, to géve 
away, or sell for a bau! He, in an unguarded moment, the 
control over their liberty which they wil! afterwards repent 
for succeeding years, and tne mischief of which they wilt 
never be able to repair. The flag waves, the people roar, 
the publican invites them to drink for their country’s good— 


‘hey all. can swal’cw, and she asks no more 


The defected knave is succeeded by his more plausible bro. 
ther ; as like to cach other as succeeding waves, and destined 
tu throw upon the same shore the unfounded hopes of the 
poor dupes who trust them, The te sent candidate is only 
the precursor of another series of disappointed wishes. The 
word Of promise is kept neither to the « car, nor to the hope 

—and the deluded people again rise in clamour against the 
consequences of their own folly, and their own credulity.- 
Other views arise, only to be clouded by the same etlects, 
and thus the bubble is incessantly blown into the air, to 
burst—and to be succeeded by another. Meanwhile the 
evils accumu/ate—the represented towns are equally op. 
pressed with the unrepresenftod—and acrisis approaches in 
which their miseries will unite them all.‘ The vices of 
fyranny,’? says Butler, St run in a circle 3’? and whatever 
extent may be deseribed by it. the cirele must be completed 
aflast.
